History

With our advisor, Mrs. W. L. Johnston and 
president Peggy Lowrance, we started out the year with a total of twenty-three. Imme- 
diately, we started working on our Junior-Senior Banquet, given in the spring, and our Jun- 
ior Class Play, the first given in nearly a decade. During the winter three girls and three 
boys were repeaters on the basketball teams and five boys made the baseball. Also we 
were proud of Gilda Owen, who became a member of the Beta Club. 


At last we were in the twelfth year. Yes, the twelfth rung of the ladder was reached, 
With a total of twenty-three, we realized this was our last year in school and immediately 
started on our two main projects, presenting our class play and publishing our annual. We 
received our rings in the early fall and during the winter three girls and five boys made the 
basketball teams. Five boys again earned baseball letters and seven members of the class 
were received into the Beta Club. 


And now as we the Senior Class of nineteen-hundred fifty-three prepare to leave Mt. 
Ulla High School, we can truthfully say that our years here have been happy ones. Yes, 
all the rungs of the ladder, from the first to the twelfth have left many memories which 
will never be forgotten. And this we can say to all under-classmen, from the first to the 
eleventh, that school days are the best days and those that should always be used to the 
fullest advantage. With this and our thanks to all our teachers, we say ‘‘Goodby.”’
